The Focal Encyclopedia of Photography. 
Ed., Frederick Purves. New York, Mac- 
millan, 1957 [c1956 by Focal Press, Ltd. ]. 
xxxii, 1298p. illus. diagrs. tables. plates.

The purpose of this work, as stated in the 
Publisher’s Preface, is “to provide pho- 
tographers with a comprehensive source 
of reference free of obsolete information 
and easy to consult.” Originally intended 
as a much shorter work with brief defini- 
tions and concise instructions, the content 
grew during the ten-year period of editing 
to a compilation of considerable propor- 
tions, touching every aspect of photog- 
raphy, its applications, or its history. It 
does not supplant specialized treatments 
of portions of the field such as chemistry; 
nor does it provide all that an expert will 
require in his own specialty. The general 
inquirer as well as the hobbyist and pro- 
fessional will find it useful. No section 
is definitive, but many sections range up 
to six and eight pages in length, includ- 
ing extensive treatment of procedures and 
historical reviews. 

The Macmillan 1957 edition is a reprint 
of the 1956 publication from the Focal 
Press, Limited, of Great Britain, a well- 
known publisher in this field. There is 
some emphasis on British practice, but 
many authors are from the United States 
and other countries. Two thousand indi- 
vidual articles are claimed, and 149 ap- 
pear in the A section, by actual count.

Approximately one third of the text is 
said to have been written by Focal Press 
staff members. A board of 46 consultants 
is named, of whom about half also con- 
tributed articles. The list of 198 fully iden- 
tified authors includes ten Focal Press 
staff members, as well as professional pho- 
tographers, heads of research departments, 
engineers, teachers of photography, and 
others qualified in the field. All articles 
of more than a few paragraphs are 
initialed; shorter items, such as_ biogra- 
phies or descriptions of chemicals, giving 
brief factual information, are not signed. 
Their style varies, as intended, from ele- 
mentary in the simpler subjects to quite 
technical in more complex areas. 

Under large boldface heads, the articles 
are alphabetized letter by letter, in two- 
column pages. Three-letter finding guides 
appear at the top of each page. To fa- 
cilitate study of broad topics, a five-page 
Synopsis of Subject Divisions appears in 
the introductory pages, classifying all 
articles in one or more of 14 groups such 
as Optics, Processing and Chemistry, or 
Cinematography. Numerous line drawings 
and diagrams of good quality are included 
in the text, and there are 23 sections of 
plates with photographs keyed to appro- 
priate sections of the text (Tricks and 
Effects, Exposure and Filters). For the 
section Colour, the plates are in color. 
References, mostly British, appear at the 
ends of many articles, citing author, title, 
and place of publication. See also refer- 
ences are appended to many articles, but 
there are no see references. Headings of 
the articles are not inverted. This causes 
separation of some related material. In 
most instances, cross references serve to 
direct the reader, and the Synopsis of 
Subject Divisions can be used to good 
advantage. For a few articles, it is difficult 
to see how one would locate the desired 
information (without the help of the 
Synopsis) under such headings as Home- 


Made Equipment, Against the Light, 
Tricking the Subject, and While-You-Wait 
Photography. 

Several features deserve particular 
mention. Short biographical notes are 


given for a large number of persons 
notable in the history of photography; no 
living persons are included. Articles re- 
viewing the development of photography 
in 23 countries (17 European) were con- 
tributed by specialists from each country. 
The article United States of America is 
by Beaumont Newhall. A _ four-page 
Chronology of Photographic Inventions is 
supplemented by nine pages: Discovery of 
Photography and seven other historical 
review articles. The article Books on Pho- 
tography provides a short discussion of 
types of publications with citation of a 
few major works; Literature on Photog- 
raphy covers additional reference ma- 
terial, and 76 titles from 20 countries are 
listed under Periodicals. Numerous chemi- 
cals are given in alphabetical place, show- 
ing use, formula, molecular weight, char- 
acteristics, and_ solubility. Especially 
notable is the wide variety of applications 
discussed, ranging from Archeology to 
Xerography, and touching in passing on 
Psychical Research, Photo-Type Setting, 
Make-Up For Photography, and, in the 
vernacular, Hire Purchase. Microcopying 
discusses strip and reel film only, no men- 
tion being made of microcards or micro- 
fiche. All material on motion pictures is 
under Cinematography and related Cine- 
headings, including seven pages under 
Cine Terms. 

The only publication of recent years 
comparable in any way to the Focal Ency- 
clopedia is Sowerby’s Dictionary of Pho- 
tography, 18th ed. (London: Iliffe; N.Y.: 
Philosophical Library, 1956). Of the first 
100 articles in the Focal Encyclopedia, 52 
similarly titled articles appeared in the 
Dictionary, which for this sample had ten 
unique articles to the Focal Encyclopedia’s 
48. The Dictionary has fewer line drawings 
and no halftone illustrations. Its articles 
are equivalent in length and content to 
those in the Focal Encyclopedia; it in- 
cludes no biographical and little historical 
material. At the 21-shilling English price 
(and possibly the $10 American agent’s 
price) the Dictionary may be considered 
quite adequate, but not the equal in scope 
to the higher-priced Focal Encyclopedia.

While a much larger work physically and 
more profusely illustrated, it is popularly 
written, has only 23 articles corresponding 
to the Focal Encyclopedia’s first 100 arti- 
cles, and cannot be expected to include 
recent developments. 

The Focal Encyclopedia’s format is ade- 
quate; the case is sturdy buckram-type 
cloth, and the binding allows flat opening. 
Locating a specific article can occasion- 
ally be time-consuming where a number 
of articles have the same initial word or 
letters; the three-letter guides at the page 
heads then insufficient, especially 
where the articles are lengthy. 

Instruction manuals and more theoret- 
ical and specialized monographs will still 
be necessary in large and medium-sized 
public libraries and in college, university, 
and appropriate technical libraries. For 
them, The Focal Encyclopedia of Photog- 
raphy will provide a ready source for 
condensed reference information and data, 
and it is therefore recommended. For the 
small public library and for schools, the 
less expensive and more popular guides

Composed almost entirely of translations of 
articles and papers from available Russian 
literature, the book also includes a_ short 
survey by Krieger of the development of 
astronautics in Russia since about 1900. The 
papers are arranged in approximately chrono- 
logical order within seven major sections 
covering specific aspects of space flight, such 
as navigational problems, biological factors, 
rocket and missile developments, and the 
sputniks themselves. An extensive bibliogra- 
phy is appended, almost entirely of Russian 
books and articles on the subject. Much more 
detailed and revealing than the popularized 
presentation in Vasil’ev’s Sputnik into space 
(Booxuist 55:14, S 1 58).
